moveti a condentent and temperate heat to the forz=

' out of twenty nine and you ſhall have the day change 
remain ing But it in caſe the Epact and the number 
of moneths lo added exceed thirty, then take it out 
of fifty nine, and that whichrematneth ſheweth the 
day whercon the Moone changsth.
